TO  THE  MAYOR,  ALDERMEN  AND  COUNCILLORS 
Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1964. 

There  were  no  significant  changes  in  the  statistics  of  the 
area,  except  for  an  increase  in  the  population  and  a fall  in 
deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung;  on  the  adverse  side,  deaths 
from  bronchitis  rose  sharply  (but  were  associated  with  an 
increase  in  the  notifications  of  acute  pneumonia);  chiefly, 
persons  over  75  years  were  affected  and  these  deaths  occured 
during  a spell  of  severe  frost.  One  wonders  how  great  a part 
hypothermia  may  have  played  in  causing  these  deaths? 
Whilst  heart  disease  remained  the  chief  killer,  coronary  heart 
disease  killed  ten  males  and  one  female. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  in  his  report  on  the 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  states  that  it  was  necessary 
to  draw  upon  emergency  water  supplies  during  the  year  to 
supplement  the  existing  public  supply.  Mr.  Lodge  also 
comments  upon  the  fact  that  the  attention  of  the  Montgomery- 
shire Water  Board  was  drawn  to  the  bacteriologically 
unsatisfactory  samples  reported  upon  during  the  year,  and 
when  we  examine  the  quality  of  samples  taken  from  private 
supplies  (out  of  26  samples  taken,  only  2 were  satisfactory), 
it  is  at  once  evident  that  an  extension  of  a piped  supply 
cannot  come  too  soon. 

A substantial  amount  of  work  was  carried  out  by  the 
department  to  ensure  that  the  provisions  of  the  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  and  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  1960  were  complied  with.  Whilst  there  has  been 
a general  improvement  in  food  hygiene,  if  this  is  to  be  main- 
tained, inspections  must  be  continued  at  frequent  intervals. 
Complaints  still  come  in  about  uncovered  food  and  cracked 
crockery  etc.,  but  the  public  health  inspectors  have  done  a 
tremendous  amount  of  work  in  this  field. 
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1964  was  a year  remarkably  free  from  infectious  diseases 
(as  reflected  by  the  number  of  notifications  received).  In 
June,  an  epidemic  of  typhoid  fever  occured  in  Aberdeen  and 
this  was  thought  to  have  been  caused  by  contaminated  canned 
food.  At  the  time  all  local  authorities  received  a directive 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health  requiring  them  to  instruct  holders 
of  specified  brands  (and  specified  consignments  of  those 
brands)  to  withdraw  them  from  circulation  to  the  public  and 
return  them  to  the  suppliers.  This  involved  the  department 
in  extra  work,  but  all  such  cans  in  the  Borough  were  traced 
and  returned  to  the  suppliers.  During  this  time,  a man  from 
the  Borough  travelled  to  Aberdeen,  without  our  knowledge, 
and  had  been  back  in  Welshpool  for  12  days  before  we  were 
informed;  in  the  meantime,  he  had  temporarily  transferred 
his  employment  to  a neighbouring  county.  He  was  traced 
and  investigated,  and  fortunately  all  the  results  were  negative. 
I am  thankful  to  say  that  this  was  the  Borough’s  only  con- 
tact with  the  epidemic. 

As  recently  as  July,  1965,  a Memorandum  had  been  pub- 
lished by  the  Standing  Medical  Advisory  Committee  for  the 
Central  Health  Services  Council  and  the  Minister  of  Health 
on  “Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid  Fevers”;  in  it,  they  say  that 
constant  vigilance  in  the  preparation  and  distribution  of  food 
must  be  maintained  if  future  outbreaks  (of  typhoid  or  para- 
typhoid) are  to  be  avoided.

3.  SEWERAGE: 

Town  Sewerage:  The  town  is  sewered  on  the  combined 
system  with  a direct  discharge  to  the  River  Severn. 

(a)  During  the  year  investigations  were  carried  out  to  assess 
the  extent  of  infiltration  of  ground  water  into  the  sewers. 
Gaugings  were  made  and  several  night  inspections  carried 
out.  The  area  most  affected  has  been  located  and  a 
scheme  is  to  be  prepared  for  the  renewal  of  defective 
sewers. 

(b)  No  sewage  disposal  works  are  in  existence  but  all  the 
necessary  land  required  for  the  construction  of  such 
works  has  now  been  acquired.  A scheme  has  been  pre- 
pared and  a local  inquiry  was  held  on  30th  July,  1964. 
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Amendments  to  the  scheme  were  considered  necessary 
but  it  is  anticipated  that  work  will  commence  on  the 
scheme  in  July,  1965. 

Castle  Caereinion  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme: 

A Compulsory  Purchase  Order  was  made  and  submitted 
for  confirmation  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  & Local  Govern- 
ment for  the  acquisition  of  a site  for  sewage  disposal  works. 
A hearing  was  held  on  the  29th  July,  1964,  and  certain 
assurances  given  by  the  owner.  A decision  on  the  application 
was  withheld  by  the  Ministry  pending  negotiations  with  the 
owner  on  the  acquisition  of  an  alternative  site. 

Guilsfield  Sewerage: 

(a)  New  sewers  were  laid  during  the  year  to  serve  new 
development  in  the  village. 

(b)  A scheme  for  extending  the  sewage  disposal  works  was 
prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  & 
Local  Government  in  February,  1964.  An  investigation 
was  made  on  the  28th  July,  1964  and  amendments  to 
the  proposals  suggested.  The  scheme  is  being  revised 
and  it  is  hoped  to  commence  work  in  1965. 

Pool  Quay: 

The  disposal  plant  to  this  village  is  maintained  in  good 
order. 

Trewem: 

The  Council’s  housing  estate  is  sewered  on  the  separate 
system,  the  sewerage  being  treated  at  the  sewage  disposal 
plant  which  is  maintained  in  good  order.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 

Tuberculosis. — 124  pupils  were  successfully  vaccinated  at 
Welshpool  High  and  Secondary  Modem  Schools. 

Smallpox. — In  North  Montgomeryshire  Smallpox  vaccin- 
ation is  obtained  through  the  services  of  the  general 
practitioners. 


Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus. — ^The  County 
Infant  Welfare  Clinics  immunize  infants  between  3 and  4 
months  of  age  and  a combined  “Triple  Antigen”  is  used. 
A booster  dose  of  “Triple  Antigen”  is  given  to  the  child  on 
entry  to  school.  School  Medical  Officers  also  visit  the  schools 
to  immunize. 


Poliomyelitis. — ^Vaccine  is  obtainable  orally  at  the  County 
Welfare  Clinics  and  is  available  to  infants,  persons  under 
40  years  and  members  of  the  public  at  special  risk. 

At  the  time  of  going  to  press  cases  of  poliomyelitis  have 
occured  in  the  north  of  the  country  and  there  have  been 
numerous  requests  from  the  older  section  of  the  public  for 
this  service. 
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
